Is It Worth It?

‘THE HYDROGEN bomb, like the atom 

bomb before it, has become some 
thing of a bore, now that the initial 
excitement has died down, Such pro- 
posals as the McMahon pian for dealing 
with the new horror fade into the mists 
of memoty, and the-astonishing human 
capacity for living under the shadow of 
tota] destruction re-asserts itself. 


Yet even for the layman (unless he 
prefers the recourse of the ostrich), it 
is worth trying to understand some of 
the essential facts involved in the hydro- 
gen project.
